He said that if labor unions were 
going to use up every device tiey 
could “conjure up” to punish an 
employer, they could expect simi- 
lar treatment in return. 

He predicted that most portal- 
to-portal pay suits would be lost 
and announced the opposition, in 
the main, of his international or- 
ganization to such suits, 

Warning the union members 
that the Supreme Court decision 
in the Mt. Clemens pottery case 
was not a blanket approval by the 
court for suits against every em- 
ployer, Bradley said the courts 
will decide each and every case 
on its individual merits. 

He described the lawyers who 
file the portal-to-portal suits as

Only the veto of Gov. Donnelly 
prevented the wrecking of the 
nonpolitical highway system by 
the Quinn bill in the last session, 
and there are strong indications 
that Senator William M. Quinn of 
Lewis county has another attack 
in mind. So far there has been 
no disclosure as to Quinn's plans, 
but he has talked quietly to sev- 
eral senators who are in sympathy 
with his ideas. 

The makeup of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Roads and Highways is 


disturbing to the defenders of the | 
present road set-up, which has ex-, 


isted on a nonpolitical basis since 
the organization of the depart- 
ment 25 years ago. 
p of Committee. 
Nine of the 13 members of the 


committee, the personnel of which 


was announced Thursday by Sen- 
ator Matthes, president pro tem, 
voted in the 1945 session to over- 
ride the Governor's veto of the 
Quinn bill. Only two, Senators 
Michael Kinney and Anthony M. 
Webbe of St. Louis, voted against 
overriding the veto. The remain- 
ing two, William H. Burden of 
Joplin and John D. Fels of St. 
Louis county, are new senators. 

The nine who supported the at- 
tempt to put the Quinn bill into 
effect notwithstanding the veto 
of the Governor are: J. E. Curry 
of Ava, chairman: Matthes: C. A. 
McColl of Westboro: H. R. Wil- 
liams of Cassville; W. R. Walker 
of Carroliton: Harry J. Rever- 
comb of Shelbyville: Edward V. 
Long of Bowling Green, Quinn 
and John W. Noble of Kennett. 

While it was to have been ex- 
pected that a majority of the 
members of the committee would 
be from rural areas, the commit- 
tee as constituted by Matthes is so 
heavily weighted to the rural 
viewpoint that the members repre- 
#enting the larger centers of popu- 
lation might just as well have been 
left off. 

Although St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and Kansas City supply the 
major part of the revenues for 
roads, which comes mainly from 
the gasoline tax and automobile 
license fees, they get less than 
one-fourth the membership on the 
committee. Kansas City was not 
given even one place. 

St. Louis and St. Louis county 
had five of the 13 members in the 
last session, that representation 
being cut to three this year, Kin- 
ney, Webbe and Fels. Senators 
Milton F. Napier and Edward J. 
Hogan Jr. of St. Louis, and Sena- 
tor Hartwell G. Crain of St. Louis 
county, who were members two 
years ago, were not reappointed. 

Quinn Now a Member. 

Instead Quinn, with a long rec- 
ord of opposition to the present 
nonpolitical highway system and a 
long record of consistent opposi- 
tion to modernization of govern- 
mental agencies, was named, al- 
though he was not a member in 
the last session. Long and Rever- 
comb, who may be expected to be 
active allies of Quinn, also were 
put on the committee. 

There is much speculation in the 
Capitol as to Quinn’s plans this 
year. Repassage of the old Quinn 
bill would be certain to meet an- 
other veto by the Governor, but 
there would be a possibility that 
it could be passed over a veto. It 
provided for enlarging the com- 
— 4 from four to 10 members, 
each to be appointed from a par- 
ticular section of the state, sec- 
tionalizing the commission, plac- 
ing it squarely in politics and 
opening the way to trading be- 
tween commissioners for roads in 
their particular sections to the dis- 
advantage of the highway system 
es a whole. 

This bill failed in the last ses- 
sion largely because of the small 
attendance in the House after the 
Senate had passed it over the 
veto, there never being a time 
when the Quinn supporters could 
muster the 100 votes necessary 
in the lower chamber. 

Gasoline Tax Measure. 

The only prospective road leg- 
isiation which so far has become 
known is a plan advanced by Sen- 
ator Curry for a constitutional 
amendment to increase the state 
gasoline tax from 2 cents per gal- 
lon to 3% cents, one half cent to 
go to cities of more than 5000 
population for construction of 
streets, and 1 cent to go to the 
counties for building purely local 
roads. The present 2-cent tax 
would remain for the construction 
and maintenance of the state sys- 
tem and to pay the interest and 
principal of the road bonds. Under 
the plan city gasoline taxes would 
be abolished. 

Senator Curry proposes that the 
allotments to the cities be made 
solely on the basis of population, 
while those to the counties would 
be on the basis of population, area

The children of Faculty Lane, 
a 50-house street of prefabricated 
houses at Washington University 
occupied by the families of faculty 
members, at last have a place to 
play and get their pte-nindorger: 
ten education. 


wife of the university chancellor, 
as sponsor, the Washington Uni- 
versity Co operative Nursery 
School for children between the 
ages of 2 and 5 began enrollment 
yesterday, in quarters in the 
basement of MacMilan Hall, the 
women’s building. It is the first 


such venture in the university’s 
history. 

“First enrollment was made up 
of eight girls and nine boys, and 
they spent most of their time the 
first morning looking one another 
over and trying out their new 
toys,” Miss Elizabeth C. Lioyd, 
nursery szpervisor, said. 


The school has been “in the wind” 
since February, when the first 20 
prefabricated houses were put up 
back of MacMillan Hall to take 
care of instructors, associate, as- 
sistant and full professors who 
could not find ladgings for them- 
selves and their families off the 


2 houses had to be put up this 
No Community Facilities. 

With no community facilities for 
the children of the prefabricated- 
house dwellers to play in, Faculty 
Lane, itself an improvised name, 
became jokingly known as Comp- 
tontration Camp, it was recalled. 

None of the children is a na- 
tive of St. Louis. They come 
from New Mexico, Kentucky, New 
Hampshire, Illinois and New Jer- 
sey. Several are from New York. 
Two-year-old Elizabeth Cowan, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Clyde 
Cowan, was born in London, Eng- 
land, during an air raid. Her 
mother is a British war bride. 
Elizabeth's father is an instructor 
in physics. 

Enrollment at the nursery is lim- 
ited to 80. With the expected 
arrival soon of a Chinese family 
and a Panamanian family, it is 
expected that the school will take 
on a truly international atmos- 
phere. 

Facilities are graded to 2 
year-olds, 3-year-olds and 5-year- 
olds. Climbing apparatuses, slides, 
tricycles, wagons, picture books 
and building blocks are included. 

Mothers to Take Turns. 

Mothers of the children will take 
turns with teachers in the 9 a.m. 
to 12 noon schedule to play with 
the children, share midmorning 
lunch and stories with them, and 
participate in drawing, building, 
and other activities. 

Financing of the school is by 
parents. The university has added 
a grant.

NAVY STUDIES PLAN 
TO RELEASE SPACE 
AT LAMBERT FIELD 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
R. Adm. Irving McQuiston-of the 
Naval Air Division assured Repre- 
sentative Ploeser (Rep.), Missouri, 
today he will investigate at once 
the possibility of turning over to 
St. Louis the Navy’s air reserve 
training plant at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field under an operating permit. 

Ploeser said the admiral told 
him he will inquire into whether 
it is feasible and practical for the 
Navy to transfer its training pro- 
gram to the Army’s Scott Field 
in Illinois. 

Ploeser has proposed the move 
to Scott Field.

Another smoke abatement meas- 
ure announced by Chinn was a 
board decision to alter boiler facili- 
ties at the road's East Side Brook- 
lyn shops, reducing smoke emis- 
sion there. Four of the six boil- 
ers, now used to generate electric- 
ity and run air compressors, will 
be discarded and the power which 
they furnished will be purchased, 
Chinn said, 

The other two boilers will con- 
tinue to operate, to provide steam 
for heating, but the inclined grates 
now in use will be replaced by 
modern horizontal grates provid- 
ing much better combustion. 
James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Mayor’s Smoke Elimination 
Committee, commenting on the 
Terminal’s announcement, , char- 
acterized it as the forerunner of 
complete dieselization of all 
switching operations in the St. 
Louis area, 

“There is still much to be done, 
particularly by some of the indi- 
vidual] railroads which have made 
no move to dieselize,” Ford said. 
“All the railroads are convinced 
by this time that diesel switching 
operations are far more efficient 
and economical than steam. The 
job now is to get them to make 
the change, which, of course means 
scrapping of existing steam equip- 
ment. 

“I happen to know that not a 
single railroad in the country has 
bought a steam switching loco- 
motive in the last three years. A 
steam switch engine compares with 
a diesel like a horse and buggy 
with an automobile. Incidentally, 
I have the highest praise for the 
Terminal in the attitude it has 
taken toward the city’s anti-smoke 
program, Its $5,000,000 investment 
in diesels certainly represents the 
greatest contribution of any one 
agency in the city.” 

The Terminal board, at its meet- 
ing yesterday, promoted Ira Da- 
vis, Terminal general superintend- 
ent since 1941, to the position of 
general manager. That job, not 
filled previously, will cary an in- 
crease in his duties, but no suc- 
cessor will be named to the gen- 
eral superintendency.

SENATE DEMOCRATS RALLY 
FORCES IN TEST WITH G. O. P. 


Block Extension 


First Major Showdown Planned in Effort to

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
Senate Democrats aimed a new 
political haymaker today at. the 
War Investigating Committee, 
hoping: to flatten the Republican 
majority in the first true test vote 
of the new Congress, 

Democratic leaders are lining 
up what some prospective mem- 
bers describe as a “young guard” 
policy committee. Its chief busi- 
ness will be to take Republican 
legislation apart. This group also 
will defend, in general, the pro- 
gram recommended by President 
Truman. 

Without awaiting formal ap- 
pointment, some Senators who ex- 
pect to be on the new committee 
are attacking the Republican pro- 
posal to continue the life of the 
war investigating group through 
1947. 

Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
and O’Mahoney of Wyoming, have 
voiced sharp opposition, on the 
ground that to set up special 
committees to take over the work 
of standing Committees would 
violate the spirit, if not the let- 
ter, of the Congressional Reor- 
ganization Act. 

Tdyings and O’Mahoney are re- 
ported under consideration for ap- 
pointment to the new Democratic 
policy group, which also may in- 
clude Senators Russell of Geor- 
gia, Hatch of New Mexico, Hill of 
Alabama and Green of Rhode 
Island. Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley of Kentucky would preside as 
chairman. 

Most Are Younger Members. 

If it is chosen officially, this 
group would be made up largely 
of Democrats with fewer years of 
service than the party members 
who held most of the chairman- 
ships and thus had the largest 
hand in forming policy when the 
Democrats controlled the Senate. 
2 the exception of Green, who 
is 79 yedrs old, Barkley, 68, and 
O’Mahoney, 62, all are in their 
40s and 50s. 

It will be their job, some pros- 
pective members said, to be on 
hand to fight just such proposals 
as that made by the Republicans 
to keep the war investigating and 
small business committees in ex- 
istence. 

How well they have functioned 
in an informal way may be 


demonstrated tomorrow when the 
Senate takes up this question 
again, Neither party, each with 
about six absentees, was ready 
to vote yesterday. 

The Democrats count on Re- 
publican defections to cut down 
and possibly eliminate the 51 to 
44 margin the G.O.P. holds. 

They listed Senators Tobey of 
New Hampshire, Morse of Ore- 
gon, Alken of Vermont, 
Langer of North Dakota, as pos- 
sible Republican converts to their 
contention that there should be 
no special committees under the 
reorganization act. In turn, they 
expected to lose the support of 
Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, who is interested in keeping 
the small business group going. 

Republicans were to discuss the 
situation at a meeting of all 
party member this afternoon.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP) — 
The Senate Commerce Committee 
today discussed air safety with 
the Civil Aeronautics Board and 
then told the board to come back 
Thursday with “statistics on 
crashes and losses.” 

Announcing this after a closed 
meeting, Chairman White (Rep.), 
Maine, told reporters the Senators 
were aware of “great public in- 
terest” in recent air accidents and 
wanted to know if everything is 
being done to avoid them. 

No conclusions were reached in 
the two-hour session, White said, 
adding he had not determined 
whether the situation can be 


helped by legislation. Some mem- 
ders of Congress have expressed 
concern that air crashes may have 
shaken the public’s faith in com- 
mercial flying. 

James M. Landis, chairman of 
the CAB, told reporters the mieet- 
ing _ devoted to a review of the 
“whole question” of air safety. 

ks Subpena Power. 

Chairman Wolverton (Rep.), 
New Jersey, of the House Inter- 
state Commerce committee said 
he would introduce a resolution 
which would give the committee 
power to summon witnesses for 
a study designed to provide new 
air safety regulations. 

Wolverton announced his plans 
after Representative Rivers 
(Dem.), South Carolina, asserted 
on.the floor that Eastern Airlines 
had failed adequately to explain 
the causes of the crash of an 
E.A.L. plane near Galax, Va., on 
Sunday. Eighteen were injured | 
fatally. 

Rivers’ 
Representatives Cox (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, and Rankin (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, a protest against “pointing 
an accusing finger at Eddie Rick- 
enbacker,” president of Eastern 
Airlines.

Brewster predicted that a Gov- 
ernment air safety board separate 
from the CAB may be proposed, 
and another committeeman, Sena- 


tor Capehart (Rep.), Indiana, said 


such a move “may be a necessity.” 

This would remove crash inves- 
tigation from the CAB, which also 
makes the rules for flying. 

Capehart told a reporter, “Some- 
thing has got to be done and done 
quickly. The people are very much 
concerned. My observation is that 

planes are not as well filled 
at Mey were a few months ago. 
I don’t know the reason cther 
than fear of acidents inspirec by 
the number of recent crashes.” 
Cites Business Lull. 

W. G. McGrath, central manager 
of Trans World Airline's eastern 
division, said in New York, “There 
can be no question that the recent 
_. unfortunate series of aviation 
mishaps has contributed to the 
present air travel situation.” He 
blamed it mainly, however, on “a 
temporary lull in business ac- 
tivity.” 

Commercial ajiriine payloads, 
which averaged about 75 per cent 
of capacity, have declined in the 
last three months. American Air- 
lines has just furloughed 150 pilots 
and reduced its scheduled mileage 
by 148 per cent. 

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Nev- 
ada, addresing the Senate, raised 
the question whether alarm is not 
out of order. He said domestic 
United States airlines have shown 
steady declines in passenger fa- 
talities. 

Airline safety figures from 1939 
through 1946, laid before the Sen- 
ate yesterday by McCarran, 
showed last year’s was the best 
record in that period. 

Drop in Fatalities, 
che statistics, furnished by the 
Department of Commerce, showed 
that in 1946 domestic lines op- 
erating on regular schedules suf- 
fered only 1.24 passenger fatalities 
100,000,000 passenger miles, 
compared with 2.14 in 1945. 

The number of passenger deaths 
in 1946 was one less than the 76 
killed in 1945, while mileage 
jumped from 3,554,714,828 to 6,046,- 
000,000 in 1946. Twenty-two crew 
personnel were killed last year 
against 12 in 1945. 

Brewster said recent accidents 
“make very pertinent” the ques- 
tion of establishing a separate 
safety board. Both he and Cape- 
hart in separate interviews criti- 
cized the system whereby the 
CAB makes rules and also in- 
_ vestigates crashes. Capehart called 
it a case of it acting “as judge 
and prosecutor.” Both found fault 
not with the board but with the 
system. 

Brewster said the Commerce 
Committee will also look into fi- 
nances and overseas operations of 
United States airlines. 

“Quite a number of companies 
are in quite serious financial diffi- 
culty and falling apart at the 
seams,” the Senator said. “The 
whole thing has got to be re 
examined in the light of dispersal 
of the rosy skies they painted for 
us a year or two ago. The ones 
who stuck their chests out the 
farthest are now in the deepest 
distress.” 

Forty passengers and 12 crew 
members were killed in two inter- 
national airline accidents last year 
to bring the passenger fatalities 
for combined domestic and for- 


tional 


riers up to 16 per 100,000,000 
miles. The 1945 rate was 2.31. 

Here is what is happening now 
in the safety field: 

1, The Army, Navy, the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration and 
the airlines have been co-oper- 
ating in studies of “blind” flying 
aids or radio aids to navigation, 
and experiments are being carried 
on by all of them and the Na- 
Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics concerning otner 
problems, such as icing, fire con- 
trol and avoiding storms in flight. 

2. Operating experiments with 
landing aids are being arranged at 
major air centers—New York, 
Washington, Chicago, Pittsburgh, 
and Gander, N. F.—using ground 
‘controlled approach and radar 
search equipment. Actual opera- 
tion of the equipment should be- 
gin this month. 

3. The Air Transport Association 
‘has established the airborne in- 
struments laboratory at Mineola, 
N. Y., to develop radio equipment 
for flying safety aids. 

4. American Airlines has ordered 
search radar built into large trans- 
ports which will be delivered late 
this year—the first such step by 
anv airline. 

5. United Air Lines is equipping 
its planes for completely automatic 
landings so that pilots merely will 
watch instruments and monitor 
flights. This equipment will be 
used in conjunction with the in- 
strument landing system developed 
by the CAA and the AAF which 


is being installed at more than 100 


airports. United intends to re- 
quire that all landings be made 
with the automatic pilot next sum- 
mer, 

6. The CAB has just tightened 
the rules governing bad weather 
approaches to assure uniform

A resolution urging Congress to

Amendments to the act, drafted 
by a group of St. Louis attorneys, 
will be forwarded by the board to 
President Truman, members of 
the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives and other Government 
officials. They would provide for 
a definition of “work” and “work 
week“ and limit liability for 
liquidated damages to cases where 
statutes were violated in bad 
faith. 

“In St. Louls we have more 
than just an average interest in 
this matter,” George C. Smith, 
president, said in announcing the 
Chamber's action. “For some rea- 
son we seem to have been singled 
out in this wave of portal pay 
suits, inasmuch as claims for 
about £200,000,000 have been filed 
locally out of a national total of 
about $4,000,000,000. Suits here 
represent about five per cent of 
the country’s total. They would 
represent only about 1.4 per cent 
if in accordance with our com- 
parative position in the employ- 
ment of wage earners in manu- 
facturing.” 


| BREACH OF FAITH, 
TWO UNIONS SAY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
John P. Frey, president of the 
AFL Metal Trades Department, as- 
sailed portal-to-portal pay suits, 
yesterday as a breach of faith 
on the part of unions. Officers 
of the AFL Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butchers Workmen 
international union announced 
that they would not file such 
suits. In a letter to the local 
unions, the officers urged no such 
actions be filed because “neither 
side could anticipate these issues 
when collective bargaining agree- 
ments were consummated in good 
faith.” 

Yesterday's suits made claims of 
$41,964,510, boosting the grand un- 
official total to $4,203,682,510. 

Frey announced that his union's 
executive council “definitely rec- 
ommends that existing collective 
bargaining agreements must no 
be dishonored by entering now 
into legal suits to secure a form 

~of wages which were not provided 
for when the existing agreements 
were negotiated.” 

“When an agreement is entered 
into,” his statement said, “the em- 
ployer knows what his labor costs 
will be, so far as wages are in- 
volved, for the period of the agree- 
ment. Trade unionists under the 
agreement pledge themselves not 
to introduce new questions of 
wages during the life of the agree- 
ment, unless the agreement spe- 
cifically contains a provision for 
the reopening of the agreement 
for this purpose during the period 
of its existence. 

“To now inject the question of 
back pay for ‘portal-to-portal’ 
time would be an admission that 
when wage agreements were 
signed by trade union representa- 
tives, they had been insincere dur- 
ing the negotiations, and had held 
mental reservations... ”

The teat of the letter of H. A. Bradley of Akron, O., president 
of the AFL International Chemical Workers’ Union, to the union's 
locals, including those in St. Louis and on the East Side, follows: 


GREAT many people are apparently greatly disturbed over 
the wave of so-called portal-to-portal pay suits. I therefore 
deem it quite necessary to issue this general communication 


using your unions, your job and 
your future compensation as 
chips in their gambling game. 
They have nothing to lose but 
a little time. 

I. think I should call your 
attention to the fact also that 
any such suit cannot be entered 
in the name of the union but 
has to be filed in the name 
of individuals in every case. 
Your international union, in 
the main, does not approve 
of such suits, whether fostered 
by the local union or the in- 
dividual members, The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has 
publicly indicated that it does 
not approve, in the main, of 
such suits, 

If there is a continuing wave 
of this type of litigation, you 
may be assured that workers’ 
rights will be seriously curtailed 
through a change in the stat- 
utes of limitations. I beg of 
you not to be a party to any 
move that will deprive the 
American wage earner of his 
hard-earned protection as now 
granted by law. 

In short, do not be a “cry 
baby.” The job of labor unions 
is primarily to correct existing 
evils. If the labor union is to 
use every device it can conjure 
up to punish the employer, you 
can only expect treatment in 
kind. The employer is going to 
devise ways and means to 
punish you for past failings, 
and very few local unions are 
in a position to say they have 
not violated their pas“? con- 
tracts. Punishment is a two- 
edged sword; it can work either 
way, 

I urge all local unions and 
all members to use common 
sense and not be carried away 
by the Communistic philosophy 
of “damn all employers.” 

This general communication 
is to be made public in order 
that our stand may be made 
known, and the entire problem 
will be gone into by the execu- 
tive board of this international 
union when it meets at union 
headquartersr Jan, 21.

We made repeated passes at 
8000 feet and even looked into the 
hole in the volcano while com- 
paratively thin wisps of steam 
emitted from a small vent Mayon, 
known as the most perfect moun- 
tain cone, has no crater—yet.

to take up the issue for secrecy in 
the debate on the merits of Haw- 
kins’ amendment. 

He contended that the language 
of the Constitution left to the dis- 
cretion of each house of the Legis- 
lature the adoption of whatever 
rules they wanted, and that there 
was nothing in the Constitution 
which required a report of the 
votes of individual Senators in 
committees. 

“At least 60 per cent of the bills 
introduced in the legislature are 
obnoxious,” Robinett said.

When the senators were unable 
to find seats, President William 
Dean ordered the chamber cleared, 
but when the legislators again 
filed back in there still were no 
seats and after attempting for 
an hour to clear the chamber of 
all except members and reporters 
Dean declared the session ad- 
journed. 

The crowded conditions were 
caused by the unauthorized pres- 
ence of friends and members of 
the families of legislators. There 
was also an unusually large group 
of press and radio representatives 
who work from the House floor.

appealed the order and the ap- 
peal is still pending, but Laclede 
is impounding the rate, differen- 
tial for the benefit of its .cus- 
tomers, Otto said. 

Operating Economies. 

Since St. Louis County Gas Co. 
also is a customer of the pipeline 
company, Otto said the same policy 
of refunds would be adopted with 
respect to County Gas consumers 
if the consolidation is permitted. 
In addition he promised that fu- 
ture rate cuts would be made as a 
result of operating economies an- 
ticipated from the merger. One 
such economy, he said, would be 
an improved position in purchas- 
ing natural gas through balancing 
the two concerns’ peak loads and 
consequent reduction of the de- 
mand charge by the pipeline. 

Conversion of the present mixed 
gas to straight natural gas is not 
anticipated by the company be- 
fore 1949, Otto told the Commis- 
sion, because of the difficulty the 
pipeline company is having in ob- 
taining pipe to enlarge its line 
capacity. At one time it was ex- 
“pected the changeover could be 
made this year. 

Otto asked leave to file new 
rate schedules in the event the 
merger was permitted that would 
freeze present rates of both com- 
panies until complete integration 
could be achieved, Eventually the 
rates would have to be uniform 
for both groups of customers. 

The commission overruled a mo- 
tion made by County Counselor 
Erwin F. eVtter on behalf of the 
St. Louis county government to 
postpone the hearing until April 
15 to give the county more time to 
study the merger proposal. How- 
ever, the commission ruled that 
after completion of Laclede's case 
the hearing would be adjourned 
until Feb. 3 to give opponents of 
the application an opportunity to 
cross- examine witnesses and sub- 
mit new evidence.

Louls Country Club course, where 
the Open will be held June 12-13 
and 14. 

Ouimet toured the course and 
saw the changes which have been 


made and planned to make it a 
more severe test of golf. 

At a recent meeting of the U. 8. 
G. A. in New York it was deter- 
mined to permit members of the 
Walker Club team to qualify au- 
tomatically for the Open as they 
will be playing in England when 
the qualifying rounds are held 
in various sections of this coun- 
try, June 2. 

In addition all past winners of 
the title and the low 30 scorers 
and ties in last year’s tournament 
qualify automatically. All of these 
will reduce the number of places 
in the trials as only 150, are per- 
mitted to compete in the Open. 
Ouimet won the Open in 1913 
when he was but 20 years of age 
defeating the two great English 
players, Harry Vardon and Ted 
Ray in a playoff of 18 holes. Oui- 
met scored 72 to 77 for Vardon 
and 78 for Ray. 

This feat is generally conceded 
to have changed the course of the 
game in this country for it grew 
rapidly after that to its present 
proportions. : 
Ouimet won the Amateur in 
1914, defeating Jerome Travers, 
6 and 5 in the finals, Travers was 
one of the all-time rreats of the 
game. He also won the amateur

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (UP) — The sporting world faced an ulti- 
matum from FBI director J. Edgar Hoover today to clean out the

Promoters and participants 
alike must see that sports are kept 
“clean and above the ugly rumors 
of fixes and control by gamblers,” 
he told a press conference. Other- 
wise, “public opinion will demand 
an accounting and in no unmis- 
takable manner.” 

Hoover, a firm believer in 
sports and a fan himself, delivered 
his warning as professional sports 
nursed its worst black eye in 
years—the “bribe scandal” in 
which a New York gambler at- 
tempted to induce two New York 
Giants football players to throw 


a game. 
„. The FBI head opposed a Fed- 
e'sym.|eral law against gambling except 
tral Catho-|as a “last resort.” 


Those respon- 
sible for the welfare of sports, he 
said, “have a sacred duty to per- 
form of which no local or Federal 
law can relieve them.” 

Bill Introduced, 

Nevertheless, Rep. F. Edward 
Hebert (Dem.), Louisiana, 
planned to seek swift action on a 
bill introduced yesterday to pro- 
vide penalties of $10,000 fine and 
10 years imprisonment for bribing 
athletes or officials in interstate

Amendment Offered 
House Provides for 
Electing One to Preside 
Over Senate.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 — If 
one of a hatful of amendments to 
the Constitution proposed in the 
new Congress was adopted, the 
United States never would lack 
for a Vice President again. 

It would have three. Repre- 
sentative Kunkel (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, would have the people elect 
a President and a First, Second 
and Third Vice President — just 


like a bank. 

In the event of death, resigna- 
tion or removal of the President 
the First Vice President would 
succeed to the White House. If 
anything happened to him the 
Second Vice President would move 
up, with the Third Vice President 
in reserve. 

Kunkel would have the Second 
Vice President preside over the 
Senate. The other two would be 
assigned Assistant President jobs 
by the President. These jobs 
would prepare them to step in if 
their time came. 

Thus far 13 different amend- 
ments have been offered in the 
House. 

A constitutional amendment 
must be adopted by two thirds of 
both Houses of Congress and then 
ratified by three fourths of the 
state Legislatures or special con- 
ventions. 

Other Proposals. 

Here are the proposals thus far 
in addition to Kunkel’s for chang- 
ing the Constitution: 

Representative Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota—Limiting the Pres- 
ident to six consecutive years. 


Also introduced by Representa- 
tives Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois; 
Dondero (Rep.), Michigan; Angell 
(Rep.), Oregon, 

Representative Michener (Rep.), 
Michigan—Limiting President to 
two 4-year terms, or part of two 
terms. Also introduced by Grant 
(Rep.), Indiana. 

Representatives Lea (Dem., 
California, and Gossett (Dem., 
Texas — Direct election of Presi- 
dent and Vice President, doing 
away with present mythical elec- 
toral college. 

Another by Lea — Four-year 
terms for Representatives instead 
of the present two. 

One by Dondero — Fixing the 
Supreme Court membership at 
nine. There are nine justices now 
but Congress may change the 
number. President Roosevelt tried 
that in 1937. 

Ratification. 

Another by Gossett—Providing 
ratification. of treaties with for- 
eign governments by a majority 
of both Houses, Ratification now 
is by two-thirds of the Senate 
only. Also proposed by Represent- 
atives Kefauver (Dem.,) Tennes- 
see, Morrow (Rep.,) New Hamp- 
shire and Mills (Dem.,) Arkansas. 

Representative Hinshaw (Rep.,) 
California—Treaty ratification by 
the Senate after a majority of 
both Houses has approved it by 
majority. 

Representative Powell (Dem.,) 
New York—District of Columbia 
Representatives in Congress elect- 
ed by the people. This federal dis- 
trict now has no representative 
or senator, nor do its citizens have 
the right to vote. 

Representative Mason (Rep.,) 
Illinois—Limiting federal income 
tax levies to 25 per cent of tax- 
able income. Under present laws 
up to 85 per cent can be taken. 

Representative Keogh (Dem.,) 
New York—To clarify impeach- 
ment of federal judges. Constitu- 
tion now says they shall hold of- 
fice during good behavior, Keogh 
would define “short of good be- 
havior” as conviction for treason, 
bribery “or other high crimes and 
misdemeanors.” =. 

Representative Bryson (Dem.), 
South Carolina—Excluding aliens 
in fixing number of State Repre- 
sentatives in Congress on the basis 
of population. 

One by Mills — Equal rights 
under all laws for men and 
women,

Never in history, 
for one thing, has a 12-man com- 
mission achieved very much. 

What is wanted is a three- or 
five-man group, including such 
outstanding personalities as for- 
mer Senator Robert M. LaFollette 
Jr., whose expertness has been 
proved by the LaFollette-Mon- 
roney Bill and Secretary of the 
Navy James Forrestal, who has 
given more study to the question 
of efficient government than any 
high public official in many years. 

Brown Bill Points Way. 

But the Brown bill neverthe- 
less points the w In the first 
place, the Federal Government, 
now a vast, sprawling, unmanage- 
able complex of old and new agen- 
cies, needs the kind of tough re- 
organization which Al Smith and 
Robert Moses gave the New York 
State government. In the second 
place, the Brown bill, without ex- 
plicitly saying so, contemplates a 
careful study of the problem of 
government service described in 
the foregoing paragraphs. A 
sound system absolutely must be 
devised for securing expert, high- 
ly qualified, non-political person- 
nel to do the day to day work of 
managing the public business, If 
a modified Brown bill is ap- 
proved, the commission will report 
at the moment when control of 
the Government is likely to pass 
into new hands. And in that year 
a genuine job of reorganization 
can probably be carried through, 
for the same reason that the La- 
Follette-Monroney plan has been 
carried through in this Congress.

Probably the best barometer of

Co-ops and Taxes 
T° the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of Jan. 7, concerning al- 
Jeged market rigging of butter by co- 
operative associations in New York, 
touches upon a subject on which this 
committee has made considerable re- 
search: the almost complete freedom of 
such associations from income taxes. 

Rightly or wrongly, Federal regula- 
tions and rulings have from the begin- 
ning withheld from co-operative organi- 
zations the burden of taxation carried 
by other corporations carrying on exact- 
ly the same type of business. 

At one time a co-operative was looked 
upon solely as a banding-together of a 
small group of persons, working for their 
mutual benefit. 

In most instances such initial groups 
were composed of farmers wishing to 
pool their efforts in the marketing or 
storing of their own products, Their 
mall organizations, though perhaps in- 
corporated, seemed at that time in many 
respects unlike other corporations. 

The New York investigation brings 
home a fact now sometimes overlooked, 
The modern co-operative no longer re- 
sembles the first co-operatives. 

The 1947 co-operatives carry on an an- 
ral volume of business estimated at 
more than $12,000,000,000. Their activi- 
ties embraced, among a host of others, 
the manufacture of lipstick, rouge, wash- 
ing machines and mapy other electrical 
appliances (with distinct hostility for 
“brand names”) and the sale of such 
products to the public along with the 
sale of tires, oil, insurance, etc. on a 
scale far above that of small or even 
medium-sized businesses. “Co-operation,” 
it is now noted, also includes political 
action on a tremendous scale. 

The table has turned completely. The 
large and powerful co-operative is now 
exempt from income tax, and the com- 
petitor, often a smaller business, carries 
the entire heavy load of corporate in- 
come taxation. Many co-operatives have 
expanded tremendously each year from 
use of this substantial nest-egg of income 
tax freedom. 

In all candor, this committee cannot 
condone the present situation as a “fair 
and just sharing of the tax burden.” The 
steadily growing complaint of the small 
corporation forced to sell out to its mam- 
moth co-operative competitor engaging 
in the identical business is believed to 
have considerable merit. 

Publicity being given to the activities 
of co-operatives in New York presents 
the occasion to review the tax-exempt 
status of these corporations, and to con- 
sider seriously whether the exemption 
can be justified under present condi- 
tions.

Teachers Want Respect, Too 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Are you going to be a teacher? Aw, 
you don’t want to be one of those.” Peo- 
ple have said that to me many times 
since I entered teacher-training at Har- 
ris Teachers’ College. Maybe after a 
few more remarks like these I shall de- 
cide not to be “one of those” who dedi- 
cate their lives to serving the great 
American populace’s offspring on a 
starvation salary. 

In my class at Harris, which contains 
exactly 13 students who will graduate in 
June, 1948 after a four-and-one-half-year 
training course, there is not one person 
who will disagree that the greatest lia- 
bility in the teaching profession is the 
lack of social regard for the teacher. 

The average person in St. Louls and 
elsewhere looks at the teacher in scorn, 
frowns if she lights up a cigarette, con- 
siders her an “old maid,” and criticizes 
her teaching methods. Is it any wonder 
the teacher often looks to another pro- 
fession, in which she will be respected, 
appreciated, and accorded the proper so- 
cial regard? 

In my mind, the financial aspect is 
secondary to the social angle of the 
teaching profession. It is indeed true 
that teachers’ salaries must be raised. 
But respect cannot be bought. 

The adults must be educated as well 
as the children. They must learn to re- 

spect the men and women who volunteer 
to devote their service to America’s chil- 
dren. They must learn to consider teach- 
ers as human beings. 

Then and only then will America ob- 
tain more teachers of a better quality.

Query for the School Board 


Several civic organizations are making a de- 
termined effort to have the Board of Education 
lift its ancient ban on the employment of mar- 
ried women teachers. An even more harmful 
and provincial practice is that which restricts 
employment in the elementary schools to grad- 
uates of the city-supported Harris and Stowe 
teachers’ colleges. 

The time is especially ripe for discussion and 
action as the School Board election claims at- 
tention. The cases against the ban on married 
teachers and the job monopoly of Harris and 
Stowe colleges is so palpably clear that the board 
as it now exists should take action and remove 
these things as issues in the forthcoming elec- 
tion. 

The Board of Education is now working on a 
merit system which is supposed to evaluate and 
reward teachers in proportion to ability and ac- 
complishment. The least it should do as to the 
ban on married teachers is commit itself un- 
equivocally to lifting the restriction as soon as 
the merit system is placed in effect. As for the 
rule banning the employment of any teacher who 
is not & graduate of the city teachers’ colleges, 
it should be lifted at once. 

Whether the City of St. Louis should maintain 
teachers’ colleges of its own, in addition to the 
various state-operated teachers’ colleges in Mis- 
souri and over the land, and in addition to the 
colleges of education in the various universities, 
is an open question. 

But there is no question . that the 
Harris and Stowe graduates should come to the 
Board of Education asking for jobs on exactly 
the same basis as graduates of other teachers’ 
colleges with equal or higher standards. 

What does this narrow monopoly mean? For 


the schools, it means a damaging tendency to- 


ward uniformity of theory and practice in teach- 
ing. It means that the elementary schools limit 
their field of choice and foreclose from consid- 
eration applicants who are not Harris or Stowe 
graduates, no matter how brilliant their scholas- 
tic records in other colleges and no matter how 
impressive their teaching records in other 
schools. 

A school board owes it to the taxpayers and 
the pupils to get the best teachers obtainable at 
a given scale of salaries. This the St. Louis 
schools do not do. 7 

From the eitizen's point of view, the rule 
means that if he has a son or daughter whom 
he wishes to train for teaching with a view to 
a career in the local elementary schools he must 
send the student to Harris or Stowe college. If he 
wishes to send his son or daughter to the Colum- 
bia University Teachers’ College—the most fa- 
mous in the United States—he cannot do it. The 
University of Chicago is similarly barred, as is 
the University of Missouri, the University of 
London or the Sorbonne. 

If enrollment at Harris and Stowe is closed, 
as it sometimes has been, this means that the 
citizen cannot prepare his son or daughter to 
teach in the St. Louis schools at all. 

When pressed for an argument, defenders of 
the Harris-Stowe job monopoly retreat to a men- 
tion of the teacher shortage and a reference to 
the folly of closing off a source of teacher ma- 
terial in a time like this. This is immaterial. 
It is a shoddy evasion to try to distort a demand 
for an end to the job monopoly into a demand 
for closing the colleges. 

No responsible educator, from Superintendent 
Hickey down, can make a straight-faced denial 
that the rule contravenes accepted theory of 
school administration, No other city in the 
United States, and possibly no other city jn the 
world, restricts its hiring field in any such way 
as this. 

No one can deny that the rule contributed tf 
the cliquishness which seemed to foredoom the 
administration of Superintendent Homer Ander- 
son, brought in from the outside to straighten 
out the Gerling wreckage, or that it underlay 
the ‘self-contained bureaucracy that permitted 
the Gerling scandal to arise in the first place. 

Are the elementary schools to be continued 
year after year as a closed corporation, or are 
they to go out for the best teachers available 
at the salaries offered, regardless of whether 
they trained at Harris or Stowe? What is the 
board’s answer? 
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Democracy Flouted in Illinois

What is wrong with these constituencies of 
three of Illinois’s 26 Representatives in Con- 
gress is so obvious that no one needs look at 
the figures twice. The gross disparities exist be- 
cause the Legislature at Springfield has failed 
to do its duty with respect to redistricting—has 
failed to act for 45 years. A situation such as 
this makes a mockery of representative govern- 
ment. We would lose no time ordering the 
Germans to root out a similar rotten borough 
condition in our zone of occupation.

There Are Only 34 Seats 


Gov. Donnelly has been asked by the St. Louis 
League of Women Voters to call special elections 
to fill “vacancies” in two of the city’s State sena- 
torial districts. A letter from the president of 
the league to the chief executive says that St. 
Louis has only five of its lawful seven State 
Senators in the present session. 

Let’s untangle this right now. There is one 
vacancy in the St. Louis senatorial delegation. 
This is the vacancy which was created by the 
resignation of Senator Milton F. Napier, Repub- 
lican, from his holdover seat, with two years to 
run, in the old Twenty-ninth District, in order 
to begin a four-year term to which he was 
elected in the Second District last November. 
Had Senator Napier resigned the holdover seat, 
as was proposed to him before the election, that 
vacancy could have been filled in November and 
there would not now be any vacancy in the State 
Senate. 

There is no other unfilled seat in the consti- 
tutionally set number of 34. The reason the 
league thinks there is another vacancy is be- 
cause a seventh Senator will be elected in St. 
Louis in 1948 under the 1945 redistricting. But 


St. Louis will get this seat only when some 
other area loses it, and that is not to occur 
until 1948 when elections occur in the odd-num- 
bered districts. 

The St. Louis women voters are alert when 
they ask the Governor to call an election to fill 
the Napier vacancy at the time of the municipal 
election this spring. They are too alert when 
they propose that he seek in effect to increase 
the Senate above the limit of 34. 
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Appeasement by the Police Board 

Does the conviction of Capt. Rowland end 
the Police Board’s. inquiry into the Sheriff 
Dougherty case? Rowland has been convicted 
of neglect of duty for failure to arrest and 
book the Sheriff after he had left the scene of 
an auto crash early Sunday morning, Dec. 15. 
The report of the accident did not reach police 
headquarters the following morning, as is cus- 
tomary, but was delayed for 60 hours. 

Even then, nothing happened. It was nat un- 
til the evening of Dec. 17 that Dougherty was 
arrested and booked, through the personal inter- 
vention of H. Sam Priest, head of the Police 
Board, There are many peculiar circumstances 
about this case, but the report of the Police 
Board wears a false-face. 

It places blame upon Capt. Rowland; it re- 


minds the police of “the importance of fully dis- 


charging their duties as police officers without 
fear or favor, regardless of persons involved.” 
It emphasizes the need for prompt reporting of 
offenses in the future, And so on and so forth. 

But seemingly only in the phrase “regardless 
of persons involved” does the report recognize 
that this case involves a man who holds high 
political. office in the City of St. Louis. Does 
the Police Board expect the public to believe 
that the only thing involved was an error of 
judgment on Rowland’s part? Does it expect 
the public to be satisfied with his conviction? 
Here is a matter involving not only Rowland 
but the higher-ups in the department. 

Is it possible that when a Sheriff is involved 
in a nasty automobile crash and leaves the 
scene of an accident, which is a felony under 
the law, that Capt. Rowland and his superiors 
would not realize that this is a matter of impor- 
tance, that should be given the most careful and 
prompt attention? Instead, it was given careful 
attention, not from the public's point of view, 
but from Dougherty’s. 

Regardless of the Police Board’s report, the 
Dougherty case has all the odor of a hush-up, in 
which more persons than Capt. Rowland were 
involved. Who were those persons? As it stands, 
the Police Board is feebly attempting to appease 
public opinion by placing responsibility on a 
single man, 
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Pravda is taking a guarded view of the Mar- 
shall appointment. Read against -the broad 
background pf its comments on American af- 
fairs, this may be regarded as practically 
sycophancy. 


Love by the Ballot Box 


We have seen polls and polls, and suppose that 
they represent democratic precedure, but it 
takes the British to show us how far the will of 
the people can go, The London Sunday Pic- 
torial has polled the dickens out of royal ro- 
mance. The newspaper reports that 55 per cent 
of its readers answering a questionnaire favor a 
marriage between Princess Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip of Greece, For marriage, said the pro- 
found Mr. Emerson, is an “open question,” and 
in Britain it's wide open. 

Now that the Sunday Pictorial has gone this 
far, why leave any portion of true love unbal- 
loted? Further polls could determine whether 
the royal proposal is to be at bended. knee or 
full attention. The time required for a reason- 
able engagement could be balloted upon. The 
place for the wedding trip might be likewise de- 
termined. All this according to the Sunday Pie- 


torial's proviso that “the two young people are 


in love.” They might be polled on that.

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A Test for St. Louis Unions 

Labor’s silent treatment of a St. Louis indus- 
trial peace plan has ended. The CIO Industrial 
Union Council will reconsider the proposal on 
Jan. 22. We believe that if union leaders here 
have a concern for the community and what the 
community thinks, they will join in a voluntary 
means of preventing strikes. 

Now only the echoes sound from the original 
hasty debate over Mayor Kaufmann’s appeal for 
a labor-management-citizens’ committee. The 
AFL business agents voted down the idea; the 
CIO council followed suit. Later a CIO delegate 
sought reconsideration because he doubted any- 
one knew “what the plan is all about.” But his 
motion was tabled. 

This was three months ago. Meanwhile the 
public has wondered whether labor leaders dis- 
dained the hope of averting industrial warfare. 
Good will toward organized labor has deterio- 
rated. Here, as in other cities, demands for 
compulsion in stopping strikes have become 
more popular than rational. 

But local union officers have had three months 
to think it over. Maybe they have learned how 
the public feels, or how labor in Toledo and 
Louisville is enthusiastic over tripartite media- 
tion, or how little they themselves have to lose, 
and how much they have to gain, by voluntarily 
helping to erect a means of strike prevention 
here. 

St. Louis hopes that among its union officers 
there are far-sighted men who can make reason 
prevail, 
tion, the public will heed them, If they believe 
they can improve on the Toledo model, they will 
be heard. Anything but cold disdain will merit 
public response, 

Since the CIO has wisely decided on further 
consideration for the industrial peace plan, per- 
haps the AFL will accept the same test. This 
is a test of labor—in both civic responsibility and 
public relations, 
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It can hardly be regarded as one of the lesser 
feats of American mass production that the air- 
lines still haven’t run out of passengers.

One television network is in service and regional networks will be 
added, article says; 1946 saw introduction of new camera which 
can take pictures in near - darkness; drama and sporting events are 
on the air regularly in New York; Bikini atom tests were televised, 


A Report by the National Broadcasting Company 


However you look at television, whether 
it’s from a viewer's seat at home, or a 
broadcaster's position behind the studio 
scenes — the picture is bright for 1947. 
Brighter than it has been at any time since 
public television service in America was in- 
augurated with fanfare and ceremony at 
the opening of the New York World’s Fair 
way back in 1939. 


For the first time since before the war, 
television sets are moving off production 
lines; one television network is already in 
service along thé East Coast; programming 
is advancing in| number of hours, variety 
and excellence—as television broadcasters 
and television set manufacturers step up 
the pace of their activity in an effort to 
fulfill their long-standing * to the 
public in 1947. 


True, initial set distribution will be lim- 
ited to those areas where television pro- 
gram service is already available. But as ad- 
ditional television stations go on the air 
(in almost 50 major cities in the United 
States where the Federal Communications 
Commission has already awarded television 
station construction permits), manufactur- 
ers’ distribution patterns will expand ac- 
cordingly. 


A Four-Station Network 


At this writing, NBC already operates one 
four-station network along the Atlantic 
Coast from New York to Washington, D. C. 
Utilizing the facilities. of NBC television 
station WNBT, New York; General Electric 
station WRGB, Schenectady; Philco station 
WPTZ, Philadelphia; and Dumont’s WTTG, 
Washington, television’s first network is 
servicing programs to viewers in Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Washington and intermediate 
points along the East Coast. 

During 1947, NBC's television plans call 
for putting on the air television stations 
currently under construction in Washing- 
ton, Cleveland and Chicago. Another station 
is planned for Los Angeles, construction 
awaiting only a favorable decision from the 
FCC on the petition already on file, 


It is intended that each of these stations 
will serve as the anchor point for regional 
NBC networks in the Midwest and on the 
Coast. Ultimately, NBC hopes to join these 
regional networks into a nationwide televi- 
sion service. 

From the purely technical viewpoint, post- 
war television started off miles ahead of 
the 1939 vintage; wartime accelerated re- 
search in electronics, making possible many 


, refinements in equipment both at the trans- 


mitting and receiving end. 


Pictures Day or Night 


One development was RCA’s revolutionary 
image-orthicon camera, employing a pickup 
tube of such exceeding sensitivity to light 
that it is now possible to “take” television 
pictures under any lighting or weather con- 
ditions at any time of the day or night. 

During television’s first postwar year, 
notable progress was made also in the 
scope and variety and general excellence 
of television presentations, At NBC, for 
example, a series of studio plays, including 
such Broadway successes as “Angel Street,” 
“Blithe Spirit,” “Abe Lincoln in Illinois,” 
“The Front Page,” “Another Language,” to 
name a few, were hailed as favorably com- 
paring with their stage presentations. 


A fantasy, entitled “Mr. Mergenthwirker’s 


Lobblies,” presented in conjunction with the 
Dramatists’ Guild as the first of a series 
of previews of Broadway plays, sold itself 
to the movies, 


Regular news programs, generally on 
film, employ newsreel or even March of 
Time techniques of presentation, but have 
the advantage of being able to be presented 
within hours of the event shown rather 
than days. Among outstanding events seen 
on news programs during 1946 were the 
atom bomb tests at Bikini, the Nuernberg 
trials, the Palestine riots, the arrival of 
the Queen Elizabeth, the maiden flight of 
the Constellation, the Paris Conference. 


On the Spot for News 


As a medium of spot-news reporting too, 
television proved itself when NBC covered 
the opening of the UN Assembly. And tele- 
vision crews arrived only minutes behind 
the fire engines during the recent Staten 
Island Ferry fire. 


On-the-spot coverage of major sports 
events—the Louis-Conn fight was an out- 
standifig example—during 1946 included reg- 
ular telecasts of boxing events from Madi- 
son Square Garden and St, Nicholas Arena 
in New York; major league baseball from 
all three New York ball parks, climaxing 
with the National League pennant play-off 
in Brooklyn; and college and professional 
football from local stadia each Saturday and 
Sunday afternoon during the season. 


Possibly the most significant of all tele- 
vision programs during 1946 was the suc- 
cessful video debut in November of Edgar 
Bergen & Company on “Hour Glass.” This 
was a spectacular attempt to adapt an out- 
standing radio property to the visual medi- 
um. It is hoped other radio shows will make 
the transition into television. 

In its present stage of development tele- 
vision is still a highly fluid art. To pre- 
dict television's future with any degree of 
accuracy and assurance would require the 
powers of a magician. 

Based on the record of 1946, however, 
there is little doubt that television as a 
source of entertainment, news and educa- 
tion is already beginning to emerge as one 
of the greatest mediums of mass commu- 
nications yet evolved by science. 
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EXIT THE BOBBY-SOXER

soxer is on her way to limbo, there to 
join the flapper and the Gibson girl.

Neither do we hear a repetition of the 
class of 1920’s bitter denunciation of the 
manner in which adults mismanaged the 
world, The youngsters seem to have wise- 
ly noted what happened to the generation 
which thought it could run things better. 


Mr. B’s Housing Crisis 


MR. BLANDINGS BUHDS HIS DREAM HOUSE by 
Eric Hodgins. Illustrated by William Steig. (Simoa 
& Schuster, New York.) 

Mr, Blandings keeps the wolf from his 
New York apartment door by writing ace 
high copy for an advertising account, but 
his heart and his wife's are in the high- 
lands of the hinterland. The B's, carefully 
shepherded by a bland realtor, find the 
darlingest old farmhouse, with a view and 
everything. From then on, plans, expecta- 
tions, bills, checks, frustrations fly thick 
as autumn—country autumn—leaves, till 
the day the B's, who originally expected to 
shell out about $20,000, move into their 
$56,263 house and Mr. B, smiling uneasily 
in his sleep, dreams that his house is on 
fire. 

S. J. Perelman, in one of his zany 
sketches a few years ago (“Down With the 
Restoration”), lampooned the ease with 
which dewy-eyed young couples stumble 
across ruined farmhouses and remodei them 
“on what is inelegantly termed spit and 
coupons.” Mr, Hodgins, expanding a story 
he did for the April, 1946, issue of Fortune 
magazine, shows his not-so-young couple 
grappling with a compendious lot of 
builders’ horrors: Everything from the ne- 
cessity of razing rather than renovating 
their prize to running into undreamed-of 
rock ledges, hexed delivery schedules, the 
vagaries of New England “mechanics,” and 
the nightmarish pitfalls of “extras.” 

In a style resembling but not so improba- 
bly witty as that of Margaret Halsey’s 
“With Malice Toward Some,” Mr. Hodgins 
pinpoints errors that prospective home- 
builders can avoid and past home-builders, 
squirming, can groan over as they guffaw. 
The author’s barbed work is aided, abetted 
and enhanced by the illustrations—prob- 
ably done with devilish pleasure—by Wil- 
liam Steig. 

The absence of quotations in this review 
is due to restraint, not oversight. Espe- 
cially read aloud, this should be one of the 
most entertaining books ever to carry the 
Simon & Schuster imprint.

Dancer With a Notebook 


JOURNEY TO ACCOMPONG, by Katherine Dunham. 

(Henry Holt 4 Co., Inc., New York.) 

This book comes out of a trip the Negro 
dancer, Katherine Dunham, made to Jamai- 
ca on a Rosenwald Foundation fellowship. 
It is the simply told and highly personalized 
story of her discoveries in the primitive 
community of Accompong. The name is 
that of the leader who kept his people in- 
dependent of the early Jamaican Govern- 
ment; to this day their customs and gov- 
ernment are their own. Initially warriors, 
through sheer necessity, they love peace 
and maintain order and tranquillity. 

The native dances and rhythms were her 
chief interest, and it was through her love 
for and knowledge of them that she gained 
the confidence of the Maroon tribe. She 
describes carefully and interestingly the 
techniques and effects of the dances as 
well as the poetry of the songs. Her sec- 
ond interest is black magic and all the 
rest, appearing only as incidental detail, 
soon builds up to a fascinating picture of 
the arts, crafts, customs and religions of 
the Maroons, 

In many matters, the Maroons are cer- 
tainly more advanced than their “civilized” 
neighbors. No man gets more land than 
he can cultivate and, if it is left unculti- 
vated for several years, it reverts to the 
community. It is this land (and there al- 
ways seems to be a sufficiency) which a 
boy who reaches manhood requests for his 
use and he is then in a position to raise a 
family without being dependent upon an- 
other’s work or to another master. 

The book is most attractively designed 
and printed, and to add to the reader’s de- 
light there are many witty brush drawings 
by Ted Cook.

OME of the talk about atomic control makes the folly of the

ages. It denotes a kind of blindness that is terrifying. This talk 


e a “secret” which we must guard 


indefinitely. It assumes that the atomic bomb, wrapped up in brown 
paper and sealed with sealing wax, can be kept forever at the bottom 


of the American arsenal. 


It assumes that, if we keep it 
locked up in the American cup- 
board, no one else will ever have 
it. Guarding this weapon, we 
shall supervise the peace of the 
world. 


This terrifying folly ignores the 
plain truth. In the Soviet Union 
an unknown number of scientists 
and technologists are working 
night and day to produce atomic 
fission. No one in this country 
has any very concrete knowledge 
about their progress. Some say it 
will take them eight, 10 or 12 
years to get the “know-how.” But, 


the intensive work called for by 
the atomic assignment, is under- 
standable. But Austin is in the 
position of taking over an enor- 
mously complex problem without 
the aid of those who have the 
specialized knowledge and back- 
ground. Austin’s position, as head 
of the U.S. delegation on the Se- 
curity Council, was difficult and 
exacting enough before. 

There are signs that the Senate 
is developing a case of the atomic 
jitters. Senator H. Styles Bridges 
of New Hampshire has indicated 
the need for an ihquiry into the 
safeguards surrounding the se-

The Baruch Pattern. 


If we wait until other coun- 
tries have the process, it will al- 
most certainly be too late to set 
up a police system. This is of 
the essence. Each day of delay 
makes our “secret” that much 
less valuable. 


This same nonsense has col- 
ored some of the comment on the 
resignation of Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch and of the men who served 
with him for America on the 
UN Atomic Energy Commission. 
There is the suggestion that now 
with Baruch’s resignation, certain 
forces are for “appeasement” 
which apparently means giving 
away more of the “secret.” 

No responsible American, either 
in the Government in Washington 
or in the United Nations in New 
York, is iikely to depart very far 
from the Baruch position. Given 
the political outlook of the pres- 
ent Senate, the atomic treaty 
could hardly contain less than the 
guarantees that Baruch proposed 


Maybe, with a different ap- 
proach to the veto, it will be pos- 
sible to reach an agreement with 
Russia that contains equivalent 
guarantees. We can count on 
Warren Austin, who now takes 
over from Baruch, to explore that 
possibility in all honesty and sin- 
cerity. However, the Soviet point 
of view as expressed in a recent 
editorial in Pravda did not seem 
to hold out much hope. 

The burden now put on Austin 
is a heavy one. It is too bad 
that all the American members 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion resigned in a body. Their 
desire to step down, in view of 


cret.” 

There is to be an inquiry into 
the fitness and background of the 
five men named, during the recess 
of\Congress, to the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission. This 
is the commission created under 
the McMahon bill to give to civil- 
lans control over all domestic 
phases of atomic energy. Whether 
this inquiry will be conducted by 
the Senate Commerce Committee, 
as one group of Republicans de- 
sires, or by the nine Senators who 
serve on the joint Senate-House 
Atomic Committee is as yet unde- 
cided. 


The Patent Lobby. 


Powerful interests would like to 
amend the McMahon bill. The pat- 
ent lobby in Washington worked 
intensively to change the patent 
provisions of the bill. They failed 
last year, but they have not given 
up. The law now makes atomic 
patents available to all, with cer- 
tain safeguards to be exercised by 
the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

The McMahon bill represented 
months of thought and effort. Sen- 
ator Vandenberg, the new presi- 
dent of the Senate and chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. had a great deal to do with 
its passage. From his new position 
of power and prestige, he- will be 
able to defend it from those who 
seem to want to cut it up. Sena- 


tor Vandenberg stated the issue 


concisely in his Cleveland speech, 
although he put too much empha- 
sis on the number of years we 
could hold the atomic monopoly. 


It is a delusion, and a perilous 
one, to think that delay can serve 
the United States. It is the delu- 
sion of the rich man who does not 
understand that his fortune is be- 
ing drained away by the mere pas- 


sage of time.

disarmament, it would be better, it seems to me, if the President 
instructed our delegates to ask that the whole discussion be 


adjourned until Gen. Marshall has had an opportunity to take charge 


of it.

No time will be lost. For no 
real progress can be made until 
the American position has been 
reconsidered, clarified and unified. 


For the new Secretary of State 
will hardly wish to go on with 
three or four distinct and dispa- 
rate American policies on arma- 
ments, each formulated and ad- 
ministered by a separate group of 
officials. He is entitled to a 
pause during which our position 
can be reviewed as a whole, and 
a coherent policy laid down. 


For the present situation is, to 
gay the least, bewildering. On 
atomic weapons, we have told the 
world that we shall never agree 
to any plan except the plan we 
have proposed. But at the same 
time we are in a tremendous 
hurry to have our plan adopted. 

One day we say that we are 
offering to give up our most 
precious monopoly, and the next 
day we are impatient because the 
Russians seem to be in no hurry 
to let us give up our monopoly. 
It it is in fact true, as our best 
experts think it is, that no other 
nation can soon duplicate our 
plants for the manufacture of 
atomic weapons, then why, having 
made our offer, do we not relax 
a bit? ; 

Furthermore, just what Ameri- 
can interest is served by insisting 
upon atomic disarmament before 
there is any other kind of dis- 
armament? I: atomic weapons 
are decisive, why are we insisting 
that we give up our own decisive 


weapon first? 
A Place to Pause. 


For lack of any over-all consid- 
eration of our policy, we have 
drifted into a position which 
takes no account of our interests. 
In the world’s balance of power 
the ultimate factors are, on the 
one hand, the immense reserves 
of the Russian infantry capable 
of pressing upon the land frontiers 
of Europe and Asia, and, on the 
other hand, the technological zu. 
periority of the United States. 


Yet in our disarmament policy 
we are not only agreeing to the 
idea, but insisting upon it, of re- 
ducing our technological superior- 
ity before we find ways of con- 
trolling the Russian infantry. We 
alone have the atomic bomb. Yet 
it is we who insist that disarma- 
ment must begin with the atomic 
bomb, 

We have pre-eminent superior- 
ity in the big machines of war. 
We say we want to disarm them 
as soon as we have succeeded in 
disarming our atomic power. In 
return all we seem to ask of the 
Russians is that they should de- 
mobilize some of their infantry 
divisions. 

This is not the only place where 
it would be a good thing to have 
a pause—with time out to think 
and for Gen. Marshall to re- 
consider the elements of policy. 
We are drifting toward the Mos- 
cow conference without any gen- 
eral plan which relates Germany 
and Austria to a European settle- 
ment. 


Delay the Conference? 


We have no understandings 
with the countries that must live 
next to Germany, and we are act- 
ing as if the long future of Ger- 
many could be determined by the 
agreements we are able to make 
with the Russians. We are for- 
getting that Germany will surely 
revive as a great power in Europe, 
and that if a European system is 
not reconstituted around Germany 
before that happens, the terms we 
impose on Germany now will not 
be worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on. a 

It would be far better to post- 
pone the Moscow meeting than to 
enter it as unprepared as we are 
now. Whether a postponement is 
necessary is for Gen. Marshall 
to determine. But he should be 
given the chance to make the 
decision and not be made to feel 
that he must rush off to Moscow 
and spend a few months arguing 
with Mr. Molotov before he has 
had time to assume control of our 
foreign policy as a whole, and to 
organize it in Washington, 


MEMORIAL 10 SHAW'S 
GARDEN BENEFACTOR 


New Building Will Bear the 
Name of Miss Ellen 
Ricker. 


A new building for Missouri Bo- 
tanical (Shaw's) Garden is to 
bear the name of Miss Ellen Rick- 


er, in recognition of the bequest 
of more than $100,000 made by 
Miss Ricker to the garden. This 
announcement was made in the 
fifty eighth annual report of 
George T. Moore, director of the 
garden, which was issued today. 
Miss Ricker, who died last April 
4 at Hotel Jefferson at the age of 
87, left one fourth of her estate, 
after bequests to relatives, to the 
garden; one fourth to St. Louis 
Chapter, American Red Cross; and 
one half to. Seamen’s Church In- 
stitute, New York, Director 
Moore's report says the bequest is 
“the most significant contribution 
that has been made to the garden 
since the time of Henry Shaw's 
death.” The building to be named 
for her will be a herbarium and 
library, an addition to the present 
library building. : 

The report states that contribu- 
tions to the Friends-of-the-Garden 
Fund reached $9000 in 1946. This 
was above the average for the 
past few years, and was reached 
partly through the help of the city 
and St. Louis County Kiwaiis 
Clubs under the leadership of 
John W. Nies.

ODUS OF TEACHER 
~ IS LAD TO LOW PAY 


Educator Says Russia Spends 
Bigger Percentage on 
Schools Than U.S. 


The exodus of qualified persons 
from the teaching profession, esti- 
mated at 350,000 since 1939 is 
directly traceable to the low sal- 
aries prevailing in the field, Miss 
Mary Titus of the National Edu- 


cation Association said yesterday. 

Addressing about 1500 St. Louis 
teachers at Soldan High School, 
Miss Titus said the result of the 
flight of teachers to higher paid 
positions outside the profession is 
that 110,000 teachers with sub- 
standard qualifications are left in 
the system which still has 60,000 
positions unfilled. 

Miss Titus, who is president of 
the Classroom Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, said the 
United States spends annually 
about $2,500,000,000 or 2 per cent 
of the national income on educa- 
tion and she urged the rate be 
doubled to bring the schools and 
the teaching profession to the de- 
sired state of efficiency. 

The speaker said Russia spends 
about 10 per cent of its national 
income on education. Only better 
salaries, she concluded, will at- 
tract recruits to the teaching pro- 
fession.

1945 those same 26 constituencies 
produced 868,878 votes. 

The small reduction in the total 
of votes is considered remarkable, 
because political interest in the 


In the by-elections Labor polled 
a total of 371,883 votes as com- 
pared with 444,089 in the general 
election, while the Conservatives 
polled 322,762 as compared with 
334,028. 

The rest of the votes were scat- 
tered among Liberals, Nationalists 
(Welsh and Scottish) and others, 


munists. 

Therefore in 1945 Labor polled 
38 per cent more votes—in these 
26 constituencies—than the Con- 
servatives, but in 1946 the margin 
was only 11 per cent. The total 
Labor vote at the by-elections was 
15 per cent less than at the general 
election, while the Conservative 
vote was only a little more than 
3 per cent less. 

On the basis of these figures it 
would appear that the Conserva- 
tives are beginning to pull closer 


to their Socialist rivals, but few

political observers, either Conser- 
vative or Labor, believe that is so, 
Conservative leaders admit pri- 
vately that they are not yet mak- 
ing any inroads on the strong La- 
bor position. 

The answer is generally believed 
to be that the Conservatives, at 
first stunned by the thumping they 
took in 1945, but now developing 
a passionate hatred for the Socia- 
list regime, are working harder at 
their politics, Their followers are 


[taking more trouble to vote. 


Labor supporters, perhaps some- 
what complacent, perhaps too busy 
at their jobs, don’t bother so much 
about voting. 

The first serious test of the La- 
bor government came last July, 
when three by-elections were held 
at Bexley, Pontypool and North 
Battersea at the time the govern- 
ment was introducing bread ra- 
tioning. The new rationing scheme 
came as a shock to the whole 
country, and the Conservatives 
made all they could out of it. But 
the Labor candidates were elected 
with nearly the same proportion- 
ate margins as the party won in 
1945. The voters still don't want 
to change their government. 
Then, in November, there were 
two more elections in significant 
circumstances, 


Rotherhithe, a constituency 
where about 60 per cent of ‘the 
voters ‘are involved, either directly 
or indirectly, with the transport 
industry, listened to a Labor can- 
didate proclaiming the need for 
nationalization of the country’s 
transport and the Conservatives 
arguing that transport must con- 
tinue in its present private owner- 
ship. 

The Labor candidate won so de- 
cisively that his Conservative op- 
ponent failed even to gain one- 
eighth of the total vote, and lost 
his £150 deposit—the first Con- 


servative to fgil so completely in 
twenty years. 

Those were elections with a do- 
mestic significance only, however. 

The day after the Rotherhithe 
election the voters of North Pad. 
dington went to the polls. This 
was at the time of the famous 
Labor “revolt” against Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin’s policy, 
and many Labor bosses feared 
that it might lose the election for 
him, but it didn't. Labor won 
again easily. 

This Labor record of failing to 
lose a Parliamentary seat in 17 
months is without precedent in 
the country’s history of dem- 
ocratic elections. 

Statisticians have gone through 
the records as far back as the 
Liberal govefnment of 1866 to try 
to find an administration that 
could match the record of Attlee’s 
government, There is no point in 
going back beyond 1866, because 
before that time Parliamentary 
elections were notoriously corrupt, 
and most seats were bought and 
sold. 


Slight Liberal Trend. 

In all the political forays of the 
last few months the Liberals have 
detected a slight trend in their 
favor. They certainly have taken 
a few votes from the Labor side— 
votes which 
gone to the Liberals and not to 
the Conservatives. The total Lib- 
eral vote in the 26 by-elections, 
however, has been 32,613 as com- 
pared to 63,384 in the same con- 
stituencies in 1945. 

On the basis of statistics only, 
Nationalists have done better than 
any of the other parties. In the 
26 by-elections they have partici- 
pated in only six, but they have 
polled a total of 25,182 votes as 
compared with 18,221 in the gen- 
eral election. In five of these con- 
stituencies they were running for 
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Guns, ete. 
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significantly have 


the first time. 

The Communists, who doubled 
their representation in Parliament 
in 1945—winning two seats—have 
been much less active in by-elec- 
tions. As a party they are not 


significant in this country anyway, 
in spite of what people abroad 
may think when reading about 
pro-Russian and anti-American ele- 
ments among Labor members of 
Parliament.

HERE women are employed 

these days to assist in food 

preparation, there is a cry 
going up that most of the em- 
ployees are very poorly trained for 
the job. Similar reports are com- 
ing from young husbands who 
wake up after a few months to 
the fact that they have a wife who 
is a pitifully poor cook. This lat- 
ter condition has increased to such 
magnitude that some of the out- 
standing lawyers in the country 
who hear complaints in divorce 
trials rate poor cooking as one 
of the important causes of divorce, 
Almost all young girls today have 
a chance to study home economics 
in both grade and high school. 
Some eyen take courses in col- 
leges and universities, yet remain 
unskilled in food preparation. 
Where is the trouble? 

The schools insist that the 
trouble does not lie with them. 
Their class time for training is 
very limited and they say that 
students are ill prepared to profit 
from their particular courses, If 
one stalks down the trouble, it 
lands one right in the home. When 
parents do not see to it that their 
children serve apprenticeships, 
learning about all the basic food 
preparation in the home and how 
to operate a stove, to control heat 
for cooking all basic foods, those 
children fail to get the founda- 
tional training which no one else 
along the educational line can give 
them. Parents who cannot see the 
necessity of attending to this im- 
portant part of the child's educa- 
tion ghould go stand in a corner 
until they wake up to a full sense 
of their duty. Children who get 
such training in the home have a 
much better outlook for successful 
and happy living: ,

NEW YORK,\Monday. 
HE Republican leaders, from 
Stassen to Taft, are demand- 
ing slashes in the budget sub- 
mitted to Congress by the Presi- 
dent. 

We the people are not very well 
able to find out for ourselves just 
what the taxes of the country 
should be. However, it seems to 
me that, for a long time, a foolish 
attitude on local, state and nation- 
al taxes has been growing through- 
out the nation. The first question 
we ask is: “How much do we 
pay?” It should be: “What do 
we get for what we pay?“ 

Having once ascertained what 
we get for our taxes, we should 
decide whether we want it. Then 
we should decide whether there 
is any way to get what we want 
for lower taxes. That sequence 
should bring us to a really sen- 
sible conclusion on the fiscal pol- 
icy of our nation and of our states 
and localities, 


TO ME AS A LAYMAN, it seems 
unwise to cut taxes at the present 


time, when the national income 
is high. This seems to me the 
time when we as a nation should 
be paying our debts. 

The only point in cutting taxes 
would be to encourage investment 
in certain things which might be 
of particular value to the country, 
such as the development of new 
industries. This type of experi- 
mental production has always 
been important to our prosperity. 
Something might be done by 
which, if a business man could 
prove that his investment was ex- 
perimental, the tax on that portion 
of his income could be remanded. 
It does not seem to me to make 
sense to make a general cut at 
this time, instead of applying 
whatever we can to the reduction 
of the debt which we incurred 


during the years of the depression 
and the war.

AT THE PRESENT TIME, too, 
we have to take a long look at 
the future and realize that, for 
our own interest, we cannot curtail 
the investments we are making in 
relief and rehabilitation in any 
part of the world. Those expen- 
ditures are not made purely for 
charitable reasons, but because we 
are going to need the markets of 
all those countries. To acquire 
those markets will require not only 
getting the countries back on their 
feet so they can buy from us. It 
will also require a feeling on the 
part of the countries that they 
want to buy from us because our 
goods are the best and because we 
have been “friends in need.” 

We ended the war with the as- 
sets of a wealth of good feelings 
towards us. For some reason hard 
to explain, we have frittered away 
that good feeling until, today, 
many nations believe that we are 
not friendly towards them—which 
quite naturally does not make 
them more friendly towards us.

M’CARRAN PROPOSES U.S. AID

“MACARONI.” ' 


IKE the food, this word comes 
L to us from the Italian mac- 

cheroni, or maccaroni, And 
the word is food not only in the 
form of the familiar tubes of 
wheat flour paste but food for 
thought on the part of the phi- 
lologist. 

Macaroni had recorded use as 
an English word as early as 1598 
in Ben Jonson's “Cynthia’s 
Revels,” in the line: 

“He doth learne . to eat 
anchovies, maccaroni, bovoli, 
fagioli, and caviare.” 

And perhaps the same spirit of 
emphasis on the alien taste led to 
macaroni as Addison used it in 
1711, in the derogatory sense of 
blockhead or even mountebank. 

Contrarily, about half a century 
later, a group of fashionable and 
snobbish young men formed the 
Macaroni Club for the purpose of 
enjoying, or affecting to enjoy, 
continental cooking. It is after 
these London fops that we have 
the allusion in Yankee Doodle 
Dandy, who “stuck a feather in 
his cap and called it macaroni! 
Indeed, it is said that some mem- 
bers of the Macaroni Club wore 
their hair in a way thought to 
resemble the crest of a certain 
type of penguin, which was then 
called the “macaroni penguin!” 

One of the earliest uses of the 
word in English was its applica- 
tion to’ macaronic verse,” a kind 
of burlesque poetry, with a mix- 
ing of languages — native words 
given Latin endings. A colorful

HEN a ballerina makes her 
fame and folding money by 
covering up her legs and 
those of a large portion of Amer- 
ican womankind, instead of reveal- 
ing said shapely pins, it’s news in 
circles wider than cosmetics and 
choreography.

Of 
course they may be slightly dis- 
appointed,” she smiled, “because 
I've grown up a little since my 
ballerina days.” 

As a matter of fact, Marie Pe- 
tersen, though more mature, is 
also more attractive now than she 
is in her many scrapbook pic- 
tures, in the coal bucket hats and 
hip-hugging dresses of the '20s 
was publicized as 
“America’s Youngest Dance Pro- 
ducer.”

The leg make-up or liquid hos- 
fery business had its darker-than- 
suntan moments, too. At first 
women had plenty of nylons—this 
was in 1941—and the makeup 
didn’t catch on immediately, Six 
months later it did catch on but 
by that time the Government had 
issud a neat little directive, bar- 
ring cosmetics firms from pur- 
chasing more glass than they had 
used the previous year. For a 
new firm this was a blow consid- 
erably below the belt and almost 
fatal in the zone below the knee, 
but they rapidly reconverted co- 
logne bottles, astringent bottles, 
hand lotion bottles, and every- 
thing but beer bottles to hold 
their best selling product. 

There were other problems, such

If South had not been afraid of 
his partner “getting there first 
with no trump, he would have 
started out with one club and 
later shown his spade suit, event- 
ually ending up in the proper— 
and easily makable—contract of 
four spades. Even after the two- 
no trump opening and North's 
three-heart response South could 
have recovered by tring out the 
spade bid at the three-level and 
North undoubtedly would have 
raised to four spades, merely be- 
cause of his distribution and the 
club king. As it was South stub- 
bornly persisted with no trump, 
and West, who had played against 
that particular declarer often be- 
fore, was not too impressed to 
risk a double. 

On the diamond lead South 
soon found that he had set a 
hopeless goal for himself. He 
guessed the winning club finesse, 
but East’s queen could not be 
captured and neither could the 
ninth trick. 

If South had been partnered 
with the player’ he considered his 
equal, he undoubtedly would have 
opened the bidding with one club, 
and even though West would have 
done some bidding on his own 
account, South could have forced 
in spades on the next round.
